TRAGEDY lii A BANK 



It May Result Fatally to 
Least Three Persons.

ONE Of THEM ALREADY DSAD 



Otork Vwm Bis Revoivpr to niue iiiii

OotmgiL Blvtm, la., Dec. 17.— At 11 
o"ol«ok Sunday a traiyedy w.ih oiinctfAfl 
lu the private office of the CitizouH' 
Ktate bank of Coanoil Bluffs which may 
revnlt fatally for three persons. John 
HontingtOD, assistant bookkeeper aud 
ooUeotioB olerk, shot 0. A. Cromwell of 
WmaMiroUB Mid F. N. Hayden of Chi- 
oago, rtptMMitatlTM of the Fidelity and 
CMoal^ company of New York and 
IhMi empMed Bis rerolTer into his own 
bralB, infllotlnt a wound from which he 
died tw* hoars later. GromwallandHay- 
dM, it la thoQcht. will rscerer. 

Hontington was on* of tha best 
haowB man ia Omuiott BlnCs and nnm- 
ber«l bis frianda by the hondred. So 
far as can ba laania^ ha bad no bad 
habita, and this is whal makes his aot 
the harder to ttndaia. On the SOth of 
last Jnlya cheok of |800 waa turned 
orer to him by Irit F. Ueudrielks, one of 
Ika employes of the bank in the regu- 
lar roatine of bosiness. Hnntingtuu 
(dtarced up the oheok to the Uuiou 
Steokyards Matioaal bunk of Booth 
Omahu. and from that day to this 
nothing whatever lias been seen or 
heard at it. The day following Hunt- 
ington left for a vacutton trip of severul 
wweks to Nuw York city. The bauk 
offioiida kept ihiuldiig the cheok would 
turn up sooner ur later and deferred 
auy actiiju.

All of tlieir l uiployes were 
b<jndo<l in thu Fidelity and ihoy pi-e- 
ferrail that the Kidenty company should 
make the luvestigatiou rather than 
make it themselves. Messrs. ('romuell 
aud Hayden arrived in the city last 
Friday and took ro^ims .a ili" tjr:iiid 
hotel. Tliey cross . xiiiiuiii il cai'h oi 
tUe bank eiiiploycH tliroiij,')i whoso 
huud8 the luis.siii}? eh;n l; iiad pa.s8ed, 
uiiu aiuou,',' tlie rosr, Huiitiu^jtou. 'Ihey 
olainied to have discovered that he had 
been spending more money than the 
salary of $45 a month which ho was re- 
ceiving would wu'Tunt, and on tliis, to 
nether with tlie fact tliat tne cheok Had 
been last soi^n m his Imuds, they based 
their suKpica.u.'^. 

Huutiugtoii and the representatives 
of the l^l^oliiy < (> iipany met Saturday 
night aiul inaile arruugeiueuts for an 
other ii/eetiii»,' at the bank Sunday 
nioruiiig, when the invoMtigation was to 
be resnmed. At the hour a])puinted 
they were togettier, and Cromwoll and 
Haydeu oommeucud to pat the yoaag 
man tbrongh a runuiu^ cross-Mre of 
questions. Pi-oBidtmt J. D. Edmuudsou 
and Cashier C. K. Ilaunau of the bank 
were present during most of the inter- 
view. The conference had not been in 
progress for mere than 15 minutes when 
MuntinftM rose from hiu ohair, pulled 
a rsTolTer and oommeuoed firing at the 
rsAresentatlTes of the Fidelity oompany. 

The rarolTar he used was a 41-oalibei 
that belOBfed to the bsnk and had beeM 
kapt in the desk of G. F. Spoener, t A 
Mjing teller. The first thiaa shots were 
V»d |M Cromwell, who bad taken the 
laadiii tba intannogatien, and all three 
tdiw afeiBt. Tha niftb straolc Hayden 
aad thaa BaatiagtoB raised tha weapon 
to his own bead aad fired. He fell to 
the floor unconscious and muiaad so 
until his death at 1:10 p. m. 

The two wounded men ran out of the 
bank do¥m First avenue and into the 
Orand hot«l, blood dripping fh)m them 
at evexy stwp. They were taken to their 
rooms and Ur. Donald Maorae, Jr., was 
summoned. He found that one of the 
bulletH had taken effect in Cromwoll'H 
back, just to the right of the spine, 
about the wuiHt line. It was found 
about four inches below the sorfaoe aud 
•xtruotud. Tlie Hecond bullet struck in 
the left Mide of his cheek, plowed its 
way an>nnd the right side of hid neck, 
and cuine to u ^top utter juHt missing 
the carotid artery. The third struck 
him in the right wrist, he having 
thrown up bin hand to strike the n^vol- 
ver out of liuntiugton'rt hand. U broke 
one of the bone* of tlie foit-arm clear in 
two and uiila dded ii.ielf in the bone, 
almost bovering it. When the ball was 
taken out it was cut almost in two from 
the pointed ena down. C'romwt ll will 
probably lose tiio nso of his ni-' lit hand 
OD acccmnt of a stirt'euiiiK of the wi i.^t 
joint as the result of tin; fracture of the 
bones. 

Hayden fare(l better. The buUot 
struck him in tin; neck, and after pu.sn- 
ing around alHmt a quarter of the way 
imbedded ittelf in a panel in the door, 
where it wa.s afterward found. His 
Wound is not considered of a .serious 
nature, but a variation of half an inch 
would have killed him. 

The bullet that took Huntington's life 
entered the skull just behind the ear, 
and lodged back of the right eye, where 
its presence wa» shown by a discolora- 
tion of the lid. His having the weapon 
in his possession showed he had planned 
it ail out before hand, and his oooluess, 
4a the face of the terrible deed he was 
msditatlag, is siui)risiug, all of the men 
who were present at the interview testi- 
fylag thiJ they hod not the slightest

Th6 paronts of young Huntington 
were at onoe summoned. The aged 
mother was beside herself with «rief. 
The death of their son was aflliction 
enough, but the honest old people ap- 
peared to be grieved Juoro that tlieir 8(ni 
should have committed the two crimes 
»f n)bbinK jiis employers and then at 
tempting to murder, than over the more 
fact of his death. 

"That ho is dead is bod enough," said 
his mother, "but that ha sbould do sooh 
u thing is terrible." 

.1. D. FfiniuiKi.on, the president of 
the bttuk, was sin ii and asked for his 
vcr.sion of the atlair. He said: "Hunt- 
iugtou, Cromwell. Hay(^^u and 1 were 
sltriii^ lu fhe privaiu office. Croimvell 
was in the uortliw«*st corner of the 
room, 1 iu «h« uortiieast, Haydeu about 
the ceutt4r ami tHnntington between 
Haydeu and mysi lf. We were seated 
abont a table thnt stands against the 
north wall. Mr. Hannan, the oashier, 
lia l been sitting between Harden and 
Huntinf^toii until a few minutes before 
the shootin;^ took lU ice, when ho weut 
out into the front part of the bank. 
Hayden and Cromwell had been 
tioning the young man very cloicly 
about Ilia mode of linng. ()n one oc- 
casion he bad demwited |7»> in tiio bank, 
aud Cromwell asked him wlii^ro he got 
it. Huntington said he hovrowcd it, 
but when a.skod of whom ho borrosveil 
it he could not remember, aud sard that 
it was none of their business, anyway. 
He w;i8 also unable to say of whom ho 
got the money to pay back the loan. 
Up to that time I hsid nad the most im- 
plicit oonfldenoe in Huatington's hon- 
esty, but I must confess his evasive 
answers made me doubtful of it. 

"I saw that sometuiug nupleosani 
was about to occur and got up to leave 
the loom. Just as 1 Rot up Huntington 
did likewi.so. He pitssed behind Hay- 
den, uud I supnosed he was going to get 
a drink at the water tank. There was 
nothing in his actions that indicated 
norvousuess or esoiteinent. I was abont 
half way between my chair aud the 
door when I heard a pistol shot, and 
l(x)king around I saw Huntington stand- 
ing between Cromwell and iuydea, and 
a little behind both, with his revolver 
pointed at the former. I hurried out of 
the private office and as I went I beard 
several more shots ftrad. I ran out aud 
gave the alarm, and when seraral of us 
went iuto the private offloa we found 
Huntington lymg on tha floor with 
blood straaming from a wound in tlie 
back of bis head and tba two other men 
suffering from tha effeoti of bia deadly 
aim. 

"We have always considered John an 
lionest voung man, aud if there was 
any weak pu>ut iu his character it wa.-t 
a little teudeuoy tu estravoguuoe. uf 
ct uriie the amount be was iu the habit 
oi sp <udiug would not bare been ex- 
t r.iTogant to a man of means, but was 
raliior more thou a yeaug man ought 
to spend who draws only a montn." 

Haydeu, one Gt the wounded men, in 
conversation about the affair, said: 
"We had only been talking a few min- 
utes aud no accutiation had as yet beeu 
made. But the (iae9ti<in9 we bad been 
asking wjro very pointed and wei-e 
easily taken by him a» louiiing uu to a 
direct charge of thi ft. At times he had 
talked loudly uud in a somewhat ex- 
cited manner, but jnul before tlic shoot- 
ing he cooled down, ami we had not the 
slightest iiitin.utiou of what he was 
about to do. He suddenly got up with- 
out any show of anger, and pulliug out 
a revolver commeunud firing, first at 
Cromwell, then at me. We had bo 
weapons and wer* not nropared to de- 
fend ourselves, nor isjit likely we sliould 
have thought of doin^' so even if we 
hod tmeu arme>l, the shooting was done 
so ra)iidly, aud it was all over so soon." 

T. N. Ha>-d«n rof-iors iit f)h4o Monroe 
street with his wife aud one sen, 'iO 
yoai's of age. The lint nown Mrs. llay- 
den received of the shooting was at 5 
e'lUock in the afternoon when a tele- 
gram was received from her liusband 
telling her not to worry if she heard 
auything about the tragedy as he was 
all right. Hayden has lived in Chicago 
for many years. His father is general 
travi ling auditor of the Lake Hhore and 
Michigan Uonthern road. Hoyden was 
for seme years assistant general trafd* 
ing auditor of th^ same Ime.

It atajr Be That Tea Thonsaad Paaple Have 

n««n Slain- An Invpntli^atlou I>rinan<ir<l 
Uy the American lluard uf CoiniuiitlunerH 
nf foralcn MlMlons — A Report That 
Furthsr OutragM Hav* Taken riaee. 
Boston, Dec. 17.— The American 
biiard of commissioBors for foreip;ii mis- 
sions, more than any other missionary 
organisation in America, centralizes its 
work in behalf of Armenians in Asiatic 
Turkey. Its westara Tork^ mission 
began la 1919, its eastern Turkey mis- 
sion la IIM, aad Its ooatral Turkey 
lalMT. 




These three missions comprise 15 sta- 
tions, 268 out stations, 4.j mihsionarios, 
ana medionl mis«ionary in r-asterii Tur- 
key, 4a married women and 7!i unmar- 
ried woinj;ii — in fact., it employs 7iM 
iiativH liiborers. Tliese la>)or(!r« oc -npy 
8W> places for stated preac hniq, sornros 
average iDUKregatioiis of ;-ii>,74r j)ersoiis. 
The babbatli schools number 2*i,K'i4. 
Tho tidhereats are ostimsted at -lii^U-l. 
There are 112 eharches, with a meru^"r- 
ship of I1,4H1. of whom 4!)8 are received 
within a year. 

The edncHtion.'vl work ij cxponsive. 
There are four theoloLjical s^bools, i!9 
tlvolofpeal students, HI colleges, hifch 
aud t)'>arding schools for h >ri, coiituiii- 
ing l.a43 pupils; iO colleges, ^ higii and 
boarding sehools for tdrls, •oiirai i.ii:,' 
1,121 pupils. There are :)7v common 
sohools, containing 10,S.S:i pupils. There 
ore l,."jlii others under instractioiis 
The grand total of persons under 
struetions consist ef l",8f>ti persons 
Tlie contributions ef the natives last 
year to the American board amounted 
to tS4,7.'.8. 

Thesio facts do not include the work 
u Kuropeau Turkey. Numerous in 
(juirics have been received trom the 
press ami frotu the congret;atioiial 
constituency in tlio United Htates 
which has unluceil their conservative 
organization to I'nruish the following 
statement relating to "Affairs in 
Turkey." 

"We are not unconcerned about the 
reports ef the massacre in eat>tern Tur- 
key. The position of 177 missionaries 
ef the American board within the Turk 
ish empire is an extremely delicate one. 
bympathiaing deeply on the one side 
with all who are suffering by reason of 
poverty, oppression and misrule, they 
have yet been loyal to the government 
under which they bara liTed. and have 
never oonntaaMiood teditloa or re 
bellioa. 

"It has been their blessed privilege 
while preaching the gospel of Jesas 
Christ to aid the poor, to protect, as far 
as possible, tha opp rssssd, and to de- 
liver from unjust oBoials multitudes 
who have besa a r r e s ted or ioiarisoned 
It ht not n s o sssa r y lor aw mlaaonariest 
aftar tbew seosaa of jmat aC datatad 
labsr for the aaUva raess •( Tsriny, to 
proTO their sympathy with the suffer 
mg and oppressed bj joining others 
wio, at a sue distance from the scene 
ol danger, are passing rigorous resolu' 
tions m ooadwaaaaon of Um wrongs 
iaflioted. Tk«7 are doing their best, 
amid no little peril to themselTes, iu 
the interests of those for whom they 
have long labeted, bat oor readers can 
well understand that fer the sake, both 
of the helpers aad of the helped, it is 
inexpedient for us to preeent a full 
statMMBt ot all that we basr aad be- 
lieve. 

"Some things we mi^ pn^ierly say 

f trior to the full InTostigation m the al- 
ugod atrooities, which we trust will be 
made by the representatives of both onr 
government and of the Knropean 
powers. In the Sassonn region, south 
of Monsh plain, there are, or recently 
were, many village.'* inhabited by Ar- 
menians. These people were Hvsteiuati- 
caily rolDlx>d of Mieir flecks by Kurds 
and in the latter part of the summer the 
Aruieuians pursued the robbers in their 
endeavor to recover their property. In 
the tight which ensned a dozen of those 
Kurds wore killed, anioup whom were 
some who were enrolled as Turkish sol- 
diers. 

"Whea information was given that 
the Armenians ha<l killed some of the 
sultan's troops the choige of rebellion 
wu made, and orders wore sent to put 
down the insurrection. The result was 
that these lawless aud uncontrolled sol- 
diers made iudiacriminato slaughter of 
the people who had sought to defend 
their property. In the bori ible mosaaureii 
which followed thousands were llain— 
loiue state 0,UO«: others 1U,()00. 

The details of this wretohed affair are 
not obtaiuabU, even by those atiar the 
scene. They will sever be obtained 
unless foreign governments insist upon 
a tiMsoaab uiTeallaatioa. ooadaatai br

"A document has been prepared le ar 
the scene of the carninj''. jpurportin^' ;o 
givo the ju'lfjmeut of llic penple li.aC 
tile t hous.mds slain in lalvaree m»:t 
tlieir just dt scrts and expressing rcKrct 
tliat it had teen thought best to beml 
consuls to investigate sin(x> there had 
bi'ou no neeii for their couiinK- Ihe 
value of sucn a document will be uii<lor- 
sLood when the methods for Bccuriiit; 
signatures ure kuowu. But such in- 
v(^stiK:dions should We made most vigor- 
ously either to relieve the governiueut 
from uiiju.-»! charges if the iitatemeuts 
.ire incorrHi t or if they shotild be proven 
true to br)vi>; about the condign pun- 
ishment of the guilty piutirs. 

"Though our mis.^iouanes in eastern 
Turkey are often upou Moush plain, 
where there are 'many out statlons In 
which the evangelical work is condnctcd 
by them, yet their work has not ext(*iid- 
ed into this Sassoun district, and hence 
they have had no direct roiMirts from 
the scene of the ma8sa<:re. I'apovs fror i 
Constantinople, printod entirely under 
contral ef the Turkish cwisori of the 
press, anaeuncos that thS sultan has 
Kent »nu of his impevial gu.ir is to the 
city of Erzicgan, in eastern Turkey, to 
carry a decoration to Zckki Pasha, the 
commander of the Fourth army corps, 
whioh is located there. Sekki Pasha is 
the military commander who led tho 
troops against the defenseless villagoa 

Si tho ISassouu region at the time of 
le massacre. 

"Another envoy Carries four banners 
from the sultim to the four leading 
Kurdish chiefs, who were associated 
with the military commander in the re 
portal massacre, and who probably 
were the instigators of it. After the 
sultan has thus approred of the action 
of his troops aud of the Kurds, it will 
be impossible for any commission ap- 
pointed by the Turkish government to 
investigate the outrage aud bring any 
report that reflects on either the Kcrds 
or the army. Bythia act the sultan 
seems to assume all the responsibility of 
what has beeu done. 

"These stories of wrong and oppres- 
sion have aroused the civilheed world. 
We are glad to learn that oar govern- 
ment has directed one of its ooasuls to 
make an ind^ndent inrestigatien of 
all mattors connected with the reported 
massacre. But our government does 
not stand la the same relation to Tur- 
key as do the Buropean powers, that, 
under the treaty of Berlin, secured the 
right of seeing that good goTammeut 
was nudataiued throughout the Turkish 
empire. The rights thus guaranteed 
ou!;ht now to be eieroised, aud the first 
step should be a moat thorough investi- 
gat^Mu n - t,o the condilMNa'^i|rraA|lai 
thru.igaout Armenia. Wa oaa not 
doubt that the European powers will at 
tomi to their duty. The winler hi not 
a favorable time for Tisiting eastern 
Turkey, where the snow is often from 
eiaht to 18 feet deep. TiaMand patience 
will be required." 

Erziugou, which is referred to in the 
preceding statement, is a city !tti miles 
southwest of Krzroom, situated on tie- 
Euphrates in the miii^t of the mouu- 
tains. It is noted for the energy of its 
people, both Talks and Armoniuus. 

ALMOST BEYOND BELICP.

TiFUfl, Bnssiaa Transoanoasia. Dc 
17.— A letter which appears in apup r 
here states that for 19 days the resi- 
dents of Armenian villages, where the 
outrages wejre perpetrated, fought 
against the Kurds. The Armeniaus 
lost only lU warriors while the Kurds 
lost 669. When the regular troops un 
der Zekki Pu-sha appeared the Arme- 
nians Were compelled to buccumb. 

After Zekki Pasha's treachery lu 
offering pem-e, 60 young Armenian 
men were seized and tortured horribly 
fer three days. Th(!ii all were niur 
dered and their bodies buried in a 
ditch. Auioug the Armenian heroes 
who lost their lives, the writer mentions 
DerbcdroH, who, with his own hand, 
killed seven Kurds in fair fight. He 
was captured and flayed to the waist 
Pieces of his flesh were cat off, broiled 
and cuten by the savag* Tvlu whUa he 
was still alive.
